A very  large  amount  of  cleaning  up  has  been  clone,  and  when  possible 
water  closets  and  cesspits  have  been  installed.  As  I have  frequently  pointed 
out,  an  extension  of  the  sewers  is  essential  as  soon  as  the  necessary  works  can 
be  carried  out. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  States  water  supply  was  satisfactory  but  here  again  extensions  as 
soon  as  possible  are  necessary. 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

Very  large  numbers  of  samples  have  been  taken  and  inspections  made  in 
order  to  improve  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  supplies. 

HOUSING. 

As  elsewhere,  the  repair  of  old  and  construction  of  new  houses  is  a matter 
of  great  urgency,  but  the  work  is  delayed  by  shortage  of  labour  and  material.

LICENSED  PREMISES. 

Licensed  premises  and  hotels  have  been  inspected  to  ascertain  the  state  of 
their  sanitary  arrangements.  A number  of  them  were  found  deficient  and 
additions  and  alterations  will  be  made  as  soon  as  materials  are  obtainable. 
The  number  inspected  was  forty-nine. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  in  the  country  parishes  must  be  regarded  as  unsatis- 
factory owing  to  the  large  number  of  shallow  wells  found  in  close  proximity  to 
privy  middens.  There  is  a very  urgent  need  for  a great  extension  of  the  States 
Water  Board’s  mains  and  until  such  time  as  this  can  be  effected  the  danger  of 
pollution  will  still  exist.  Where  practicable  earth  closets  are  being  installed 
until  materials  are  available  for  the  installation  of  modern  water  closets. 
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Obviously  this  work  cannot  proceed  until  a piped  water  supply  is  available. 
The  Engineer  of  the  States  Water  Board  has  rendered  valuable  service  by  his 
co-operation  with  this  department  and  has  made  extensions  in  thickly  popu- 
lated districts  at  the  Vale  Mill,  Bordeaux  and  Ville  Baudu.  A number  of 
Public  pumps  in  St.  Peter  Port  will  be  closed  in  the  near  future  and  warning 
notices  have  been  affixed.  Weekly  samples  have  been  taken  at  the  Pumping 
Stations.

DISINFECTIONS. 

Disinfections  were  carried  out  after  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases, 
also  at  the  Essential  Commodities  offices  at  Beau  Sejour  and  the  Prisoner  of 
War  camp  at  Les  Blancs  Bois  from  which  six  hundred  and  thirty  articles  con- 
sisting of  mattresses  and  bed  clothing  were  steam  disinfected.  In  addition 
approximately  three  thousand  articles  were  steam  disinfected  in  the  King 
Edward  Sanatorium  disinfector,  a large  proportion  being  from  the  Emergency 
and  Town  Hospitals.  Forty-six  mattresses  from  the  Custodian  Stores  were 
destroyed  being  unfit  for  use.  Charges  for  private  disinfections  amount  to 
£1 7 2s.  6d.  Scabies  was  the  greatest  contributor  to  the  total  number  of 
disinfections. 

The  work  done  in  1946  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  very  similar  to  that 
of  1945.  Verminous  houses  were  still  being  reported  and  disinfested  ; choked 
drains,  rubbish  dumps  in  huts  and  gun  sites  have  been  dealt  with. 

Two  additional  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors  commenced  duty  on  15th 
January  and  after  a year's  training  are  becoming  very  efficient.  All  In- 
spectors have  given  very  satisfactory  service. 

The  housing  problem  has  been  very  acute  and  although  there  are  a large 
number  of  known  cases  of  overcrowding  it  has  been  impossible  to  find  other 
accommodation  for  them.  Owing  to  lack  of  materials  many  really  urgent  jobs 
have  been  held  up.  Sanitary  appliances  have  been  issued  strictly  on  permit 
and  a great  number  are  yet  needed  to  meet  the  present  demand.  An  extension 
of  the  sewers  also  would  be  greatly  welcomed  by  this  department. 

Since  the  department  has  been  adequately  staffed  with  Inspectors  it  has 
been  found  possible  to  survey  many  country  districts  to  ascertain  the  sanitary 
circumstances  and  water  supplies  of  these  areas  and  whilst  it  is  still  impossibe 
to  provide  modern  sanitation  a record  is  now  available  and  when  materials  are 
easier  to  obtain,  notices  will  be  served  for  new  installations.
